alarm of fire was given—llio 


boat was then in the middle of the stream, 
and opposite the plantation of Mr. V. Chop- 
pin, about 18 miles below Donaldsonville. 
All were instantly aroused, ami asthedoors 
of ihe ladies'cabin wero thrown open, the 
dense volume of smoke rushing aft from the 
clerk's office, near where the fire originated 
almost produced suflbcaiion. The scene of 
terror and wild alarm among (ho passen- 
gers nt this moment, beggars description.— 
The boat was immediately rounded to and 
headed to the shore, and as she slruck the 
bank a general rush was made for the land- 
ing, many persons being drowned in their 
attempts to get on shore. As she reached 
ihe shore, Mr. C. E. Knowhon. ol Dauald- 
sonville, and uvo oilier passengers, whose 
names we hove not heard, with great pres- 
ence ol mind, seized the end of the cable, 
anil leaping on shore made il fast to a tree 
on the bank, in order io hold the boat in 
her position—but, ihrnngh the 
culpable 


negligence of those on board whose duty il 
svas lo attend lo such mailers, the cubic 
was noi made Hist on board, and the boat 
consequently swung out into the stream 
again, the engines slill going, and in a lew 
seconds was beyond the reach of those on 
shore- 
The boat afterwards drifted d'own 


stream about iwo miles, where Hlnking the 
shore, she was made fust. Judge Mills, of 
Texas, lost a child, about four years of age, 
and one servant. 
The Judge having his' 


wife and two children on hoard, he took a 
child in each hand, and in leaping 
over- 


hoard received a blow on one nrm from a 
falling timber, causing iiim to relax his 
hold on oneol the children, which w,is losl.
